The English, Bel- 
gian and German racers made almost 
as poor a showing as Cae

the race. Fifty thousand persons massed 
in and around the tribune saw the ma- 
chines bolt forward on their dizzy jour- 
ney, while 150,000 others were concen- 
trated in other villages along the reute 
to view the race.

Wagner was in dificulties in the 
round and was compélled to 
surrender his lead, which was taken 
by Duray and Lancia in second place. 
The race at this stage seemed, barring 
accidents, to have narrowed down to 
Duray and Lancia. 

At the end of the fifth round Duray 
was going at a kililng pace. and as 
he passed the tribune his elapsed time 
was 3 hours 24 minutes 55 seconds, 2 
minutes 14 seconds ahead of Lanc fa, 

In the sixth round. Duray increased 
his lead over Lancia by 33 seconds 
and Nazzaro closed up a strong third, 
88 seconds behind Lancia. Szisz was 
fourth and the rest were strung out, 
most hopelessly beaten

eonfirmation to a conviction which ev- 
eryone must hold who lives any length 
of time in this country, that the Jap- 
lese Woman is morally superior to the 
ipanese man. The Imperial Diet with 
its grave and dignified fathers of the 
Nation, as well as the entire le pop- 
Ulation of Japan, were reephly as- 
tonished by the presentation éf two pe- 
fe titions by Japan’s women, one praying 
eee for political the other for moral rights. 
The first petition bears unmistakable 
evidence to the widespread and intelli- 
Sent interst the women of the country 
ee are taking in its affairs and progress: 
bt Feat While the second testifies to the reality 
and strength of a new moral ideal that 
is moving to strike at the civilization 
of the country through the most deli- 
cate part of its armor. 
The -rst petition may indicate the 
germs of a movement toward the at- 
tainment of the suffrage for women. 
As it stands, it simply pleads for the 
eancellation of the extsting laws prohib- 
iting women from taking part in politic- 
al meetings, either as promoters, speak- 
ers or visitorg. The fair agitators have 
Rlready zuceceded in persuading an en- 
courage < number of members of the 
et to scixzn the petition, and there is 
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be ignored by that omnipotent body of 
legisiators. 

The other petition presentéd to the Im- 
perial Diet is far more radical from a 
Japanese point of view, and is regarded 
as very disquieting in its attitude to- 
ward a condition of Japgnese morals 
that the male portion of the country’s 
: citizens appear sadly loth to change. It 

is a direct and open protest by the wom- 
en-of the nation against a long-existing 
phase of Japanese civilization, and as 
such it is not likely to meet with the 
favorable reception that it undoubtedly 
deserves. It only asks for what wom- 
an enjoys in every civilized State today, 
namely, that men and women shall be 
placed on equal terms as regards their 
moral obligations in domestic life. 

In Japan at the present time a woman 
can be, and always is, punished as a 
criminal for any moral offense in re- 
spect of her marital relations; while, 
for a similar offense on the part of her 
husband, no penalty of any kind is im- 
posed. 

It is encouraging to note that the 
Aeaven of dissent from the unjust state 
of things is fast permeating Japanese 
society and that there is now every- 
where evident a remarkable determina- 
tion on the part of wives to secure the 
fair treatment enjoyed by the women of 
Western lands. 

The new influence is due in a large 
measure to the teaching of Christian 
missionaries, as Sir Ernest Satow, late 
British Minister to China, publicly tes- 
tified recently, as the result of his 40 
years’ experience in the Far East. The 
domestic ideals of Christianity have cre- 
ated among the women of Japan a 





hopeful indications that the women of 
this country will in the near future suc- 
ceed in triumphing over the unfair dis- 
abilities under which they have so long 
labored. 

The modern Japanese woman has no 
ambition to demineer over her husbend, 
cr in any way to impose upon che male 
portion of the population. She reveals 
po desire to emulate the aspirations of 
the “‘new woman,” as that epithet is 
commonly understood. She is simply 
discontented with the frivolous butter- 
fly existence to which for centuries her 
lord has been assigning her, and she in- 
stinctively revolts against the immoral] 
attitude which he assumes toward her 
and her children. 

While the women of India and China 
begin the twentieth century still prac- 
tically slaves, the women of Japan can 
be regarded only partia'ly as such. Al- 
though her lot is not one that Western 
mothers and wives would tolerate, it is 
incomparably’*more humane than {ft was

According to these reports 
over 70 per cent of the serious collisions 
on .American railways in the last five 
vears were due to negligence of train- 
men and enginemen. On lines pro- 
tected by block signals 94 per cent of 
the collisions are attributed to negli- 
gence of trainmen and signal oper- 
-.tors. 


“As a further step in the direction 
of securing public co-operation in fix- 
ing the real cause of accidents, the 
Union Pacific Railroad, which has here-

TO TUNNEL CHICAGO 


Ordinance Introduced for Subways 
Under City for Cars, Con- 
: duits and Mains. 








(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 

CHICAGO, July 2.—An ordinance was 
introduced last night in the City Coun- 
cil providing for a subway system un- 
der the entire city from Evanston to the 
Indiana line and from Austin to the 
lake front. 

In the subway ‘are to be carried any 
kind of cars now operating inside the 
city limits, conduits for all purposes, 
and mains of every description. 

The ordinance was introduced by Al- 
derman Dunn for the Chicago Subway, 
Arcade and Traction Co., a corporation 
of which William Penn Nixon is presi- 
dent. Officers of the corporation said 
jthere was plenty of money in New 
York waiting to finance the company if 
the necessary ordinance could be had, 
and the story in the Council chamber 
was that either the Belmont or the 
Ryan interests, and perhaps both, were 
back of the plan. 

The ordinance grants the company a 


ij franchise to build and operate sub- 
ways, arcades and tunneis under the 








be placed th ut the where 
the Board of Control thinks. proper. 
After 30 years, on six months’ notice, 
the city can take over the property 
on payment of the actual value as fixed 
by two engineers, one to be named by 
the city and the other by the company, 
providing the price be high enough to 
pay all bonds and floating indebtedness. 
The ordinance provides for a 5-cent 
fare of a continuous passage on any 
cars operated in the subways and a 
gta to the city as compensation of 
per cent of the gross receipts of the 
company. Work is to be begun in one 
year after passage of the ordinance, 
three miles of track completed in five 
years and the entire system completed 
in ten. The company agrees to pave 
all streets under which it passes.

Ford went to Kennett Saturday and 
spent the afternoon and evening there. 
One of his purchases was a revolver of 
large caliber. When he went home he 
told his father he bought the weapon to 
keep about the house. 

Balls spent Sunday at the farm of 
Pelty, a close friend. In the evening Mr. 
and Mrs. Pelty left the house and Balls 
sat near a screened window, smoking, 
just after they left. 

Ford walked to the house, and from 
the road could see his cousin, whom he 
blamed for his unhappiness in love, sit- 
ting at the window in enjoyment of his 
evening pipe. He approached without 
being seen by Balls, and from the shad- 
ow of a tree in the yard fired his first 
shot. 

The bullet struck the woodwork of 
the screen, splintering it, and. Balls 
leaped in alarm to his feet. 

Five Shots Fired, 

A second shot went wild, but the third, 
fired just as Balls sprang back into 
the room, struck him on the shoulder. 
Ford fired again, and the bullet entered 
his cousin’s back below the left shoul- 
derblade. The fifth shot went wild. 

Balls staggere d out of the house and 
along the country road to his home, a 
quarter of a mile away, collapsing in 
the front yard. Physicians who probed 
for the bullet which struck him were 
unable to find it, and they express fear 
that he cannot live. 

Mr. and Mrs. Pelty, while returning 
home at 9 p. m., heard a loud clangor 
from the bell which hangs back of their 
home and is used to summon farm la- 
borers to their meals. When they 
reached the house they found Ford's 
body lying on a quilt which he had tak- 
en from a bed in the house and care- 
fully spread beneath the tree in the 
shadow of which he fired at his cousin. 
There was a bullet wound in his right 
temple and the revolver, which he had 
loaded, was clasped in his hand. 

Ford was 20 years old. He was buried 
Monday afternoon at the family grave- 
yard on his father’s farm. Mrs. Prince 
did not attend the funeral.

Edward Kickham Tried to Escape 
From Constable While 
Under Arrest. 








CHARGE ONCE _ DISMISSED 





Girl Failed to Appear to Prosecute 
When Case Was Called in 
Belleville. 


Edward Kickham of East St. Louis, 
son of a former Sheriff of St. Clair 
County, was arraigned before Justige 
Scharth at Mascoutah, IIl., Tuesday, 
on a charge preferred by Edna Karsch, 
aged 17, who, with her month-old baby 
was recently found in the City Hospital 
in St. Louis six weeks after her disap- 
pearance from home. 

Kickham was arrested in East St. 
Louis Monday night, and was taken tuo 
Belleville to take a train for Mascou- 
tah. While waiting at the L. & N. de- 
pot in Belleville, he broke away ‘from 
Deputy Constable Peter Uischwitz and 
would probably have escaped but for 
William Karsch, Edna’s brother. 

Karsch overtook the fleeing man, 
seized him and held him until the deputy 
constable came up. 

Guarded in Home, 

On arriving at Mascoutah, Nischwitz 
placed Kickham in his own home and 
set a guard over him. It was explained 
that this was done because indignation 
against Kickham was high in Mascou- 
tah. There was talk of an attempt to 
take the young man from Jail and ap- 
ply a coat of tar and feathers to him. 

The charge against Kickham was 
similar to that on which he was ar- 
raigned in Belleville on the day of 
Mnda Karsch’'s disanpearance. When 
she failed to appear the case was. dis- 
missed. 

Irom 
sought vainly for 


the Karsech family 
the missing girl. On 
the day after her disappearance a let- 
ter came, saving that she had _ been 
married to Kickham at Clayton. Ex- 
amination of the Clavton records 
showed that this was untrue.

banks have begun the gisbursement of 
the July dividends and interest amount- 
ing to more than $182,000,000. In prepara- 
tion for these heavy payments, the 
banks have been calling loans and shift- 
ing accounts to such an extent that the 
rates for call loans yesterday advanced 
to 15 per cent. This is the highest rate 
in months. 

The Government today will begin to 
redeem the 4 per cent bends of 1907, of 
which about $36,000,000 are outstanding. 
It is expected that between $10,000,000 and 
$15,000,000 will be paid out in New Yorx 
alone. Bankers say the tension due to 
July payment probably will last about 
ten days.

NEW YORK, uly 2.—A violent mob 
created great confusion in the northern 
section of this city yesterday afternoon, 
bombs being hurled at the police, sev- 
eral of whom were injured, one seri- 
ously.

For more than three hours vtolence 
and disorder were in Harlem., Men und 
horses were Inocked down by bombs, 
windows were broken by the concus- 
sion and 400 policemen were unable to 
control the mob. 

Showers of bricks were rained from 
windows and housetops, scrap iron and 
stones were hurled from every conceiv- 
eble.hiding place, and hundreds of wom- 
en from the foreign quarters took part 
in the disorder. 

Bornb throwing began carly in 
afternoon at One Hundredth street and 
First avenue, when an Infernal ma- 
chine dropped from a housetop exploded 
within a few feet of five poiicemen, who 
were escorting a cart and driver. 

No sooner had the police charged the 
crowd where the first bomb fell than

Jack Blesse, Ex-Pug, Goes to the 
Chicago Training School’s 
Summer Quarters. 





Jack Blesse, St. Louis amateur 


boxer, has been appointed boxing in- 
structor of the Chicago Training School, 
and left last night for Lake Geneva, 
Wis., where the summer quarters of the 
school are located. The Chicago Train- 
ing School is an institution for de- 
veloping athletic and physical instruc- 
tors, and supplies some of the leading 
colleges and clubs with athletic direc- 
tors. To teach boxing to a class of 
men who must naturally be strong and 
husky themselves or they would not 
aspire to teach others how to acquire 
strength, will be a hard job. Blesse is 
confident that he will be able to hold 
his own, although he weighs but 135 
pounds.

That Joint Yards Are 
Most Economic.

Albert T. Perkins, adviser to the Mu- 
nicipal Bridge and Terminals Commiis- 
sion, cannot understand why any per- 
son really interested in the welfare of 
St. Louis objects to join railway ter- 
minals. The statement that ‘‘the pan 
of individual terminals is preferred by 


the railroad systems everywhere ex- 
cept in St. Louis” finds no favor with 
him. It is not borne out by the facts, 
he says. 3 

‘On the other hand, his reports show 
that many cities ha\e joint terminals 
as a result of the voluntary expenditure 
of large sums of money by the rail- 
“roads themselves and that the new ar- 
rangement benefits the merchants and 
manufacturers of those cities, saving 
them both money and time in the han- 
dling of freight. 

When asked if it was true, as stated 
by one opponent of joint terminals, 
that “Southern cities prove that inde- 

; Pendent terminals are the choice of rail- 
Wavs and that joint terminals for dis- 
tinct roads are neither pratticable nor 
advocated,” Mr. Perkins named several 
joint-terminal cities, in addition to those 
given in a Post-Dispatch editorial last 
week. 

As reported there, the joint vrerminals 
at New Orleans are usea Ly five lines— 
the Southern, the Mobile & Ohio, the 
New Orleans & Northeastern, and the 
Friseo railways. 

Louisville an Example. 

In Nashville are two sets of joint 
terminals, une serving tle Llinois Cen- 
tral ¢md the Southern. and the other the 
Louisville & Nashville and the Nasii- 
villa. Chattanvoga & St. Louis roatis. 

' Louisville’s joint terminals are used 
by the Monon, the Southern and the 
Ealtimore & Ohio Southwestern lines. 

Chattanooga’s joint terminals are 
owned by the Southern, the Alabama 
Great, Southern and the Chattanooga, 
New Drleans & Texas Puacitic roads. 

Chattamooga’s Univn Railwiy also 
switches for two other railways, the 
Nashville, Chattanooga & *t. iouis and 
the Central of Georgia. 

In Mobile shippers use the joint term- 
inals owned by the Southern and the 
Mobile & Ohio roads. : 

Savannah, Ga., the Southern and 
the Central of Georgia have united their 
depots and “ards for the benefit of 
- their shippers. 

In Charleston, 8. C., the union lines 
are the Atlantic Coast and the South- 
ern. They operate the tracks, yards 
-and depots of the Charleston company. 

At Door of the Capital. 

The joint terminals of Alexandria, Va., 
opposite Washington City, are owned 
by the Southern, the Washington South- 
ern, the Pennsylvania, the Seacoast Air 
Lane, the Atlantic Coast line, the Ches- 
apeake & Ohio and the Richmond, Fred- 
ericksburg & Potomac roads. 


The merchants and manufacturers of’ 


Norfolk, Va., enjoy the benefits of joint 
terminals owned by the seven roads en- 
terigg the city. 

Mr. Perkins is watching with much 
interest the efforts now being made in 
Chicago and Kansas City to substitute 
the ft. Louis method of handling 
freight for the slow, costly way their 
business is at present subjected to. 

In Chicago the matter is, he says, in 
the bands of a committee from the 
Commercial Club of that city and a 
committee representing the interested 
railways. , 

Kansas City is to have new joint 
terminals costing the railroads $20,000,000, 

the only feature of the franchise still 
undetermined being its duration, wheth- 
er for 200 years or for a shorter period.

The. saloonkeepers and city officials of 
East St. louis are saying nothing, but 
seem to be waiting for their opponents 
to make the first move. Whether or 
rot the visits of many politicians to the 
offices in the City Hall and Police Sta- 
tion Monday had any bearing on the lid 
question they refused to say. Neverthe- 
less the Main street pavements and 
steps leading to the city offices were 


kept warm by politicians of more or 
less weight. 
Want Moral and Financial Aid, 


Milo B. Clanahan and F. C. Smith, a 
lawyer, are the leaders in the’ fight to 
force the closing of saloons. They an- 
nounce their readiness to be the bump- 
ers in the litigation provided the moral 
support of the citizens and their finan- 
cial aid is secured. 

‘We have most of the necessary fund 
guaranteed,’ Mr. Clanahan said Tues- 
day toa Post-Dispatch reporter. “What 
we now have is not sufficient to justify 
us to proceed, but we have no doubt 
that it will be completed very soon. 

“We want the moral support of at 
least 25 reliable citizens who are wil- 
ling to invest $500. With that we can 
close every saloon in East St. Louis 
on Sunday, and it may extend to the 
whole of St. Clair County. One man 
has offered to guarantee the $500, but 
we do not want that. We want the 
moral support of others so that we will 
know that we have something back of 
us.

Imposing Array of Big Fight- 
ing Machines Would In- 
sure Peace.

WASHINGTON, July 2.—In suggest- 
ing that all\the battleships on the At- 
lantic station be sent to the Pacific 
Ocean, the Naval Board of Strategy 
was influenced by conditions entirely 


apart from any design for political ef- 





fect. 

The theory of the strategists is that 
preparedness for an important contin- 
gency is the best guarantee that there 
will be no war. It is believed that with 
a force upon the Pacific immensely. su- 
perior to any that Japan could possibly 
put there, any possible belligerent intent 
on the part of Japan would receive a 
quietus. 

The President and other high 
ernment officials deprecate the discus- 
sion. of a possible war with Japan, as- 
serting that as there is no cause for 
hostilities, there will be none, and sug- 
gest tit#t calmness on the part of the 
press and the people of both nations 
is the best attitude at this time. 


Roosevelt Opposes Plan. 


It is known that President Roosevelt 
is opposed to the plan of transferring 
the squadron, notwithstanding that it 
received the unanimous indorsement of 
the Naval ‘Board. All the high offi- 
cials of the navy deny the’ transfer is 
under consideration. 

The first-class battleships of the At- 
lantic fleet, now under the command of 
Rear-Admiral Evans, are the Maine, 
Connecticut, Louisiana, Missouri, Vir- 
ginia, Georgia, New Jersey, Rhode Is- 
land, Alabama, Kearsage and Kentucky. 
These new and powerful fighting ma- 
chines are eclipsed by the Dread- 
naught, the 20,000-ton monster of the 
British navy. During this month the 
Nebraska, the most formidable ship in 
the navy, will be placed in commission 
at Seattle and will remain on the Pa- 
cific station. The two powerful cruis- 
ers, Tennessee and Washington, now at 
Bordeaux attending the international 
maritime exposition, have been ordered 
to the Pacific coast to join the cruisers 
South Dakota and California there. 

A table showing the naval strength 
of Japan and the United States com- 
pleted June 1, shows that the United 
States has 21 first-class battleship@, 
while Japan. has only 11; 8 armored 
cruisers to Japan's 10; 48 cruisers to 
Japan’s 19; 16 torpedo boat destroyers 
to Japan’s 54; 32 torpedo boats to Ja- 
pan’s 77; 8 submarine boats to Japan's 7, 
and 11 coast defense vessels to Japan's 
3—an overwhelming preponderance in 
favor of the United States.

This country is now building eight 
pattleships, four armored cruisers, three 
unarmored cruisers, five torpedo boat 
destroyers and four submarine vessels, 
nearly all of which are ready to be 
launched. Japan is building only three 





one cruiser, none of which is half com- 
pleted. 

This government has four fast and 
powerful armored cruisers on the Asi- 
atic station—the West Virginia, Colo- 
raudo, Murylana and Pennsylvania.
